Parents Stamp Out Drug 
Abuse With Facts 


By Je rry W I lliamson

Today s Subject: Keep the Subject Out In the Open 


“ Where do I start my drug abuse education program with 
my children . . . at what age should I start . . . how do I bring 
the subject up?” These are some of the questions parents ask 
when they are really serious about teaching their children about 
drugs. 
At what age should one start? The sooner the better! Some 
start talking about the subject with their children when they 
are in the first grade, and this is not too early. Remember, 
that child is going to be confronted outside the home with drug 
information at a very early age. If you have already started to 
turn him against drug misuse at home before he begins to hear 
about it outside, < hance* are the pro-drug information he hears 
from other youngsters will fall on deaf ears. Some experts on 
child education say start with the simple things to make a 
point; when the child asks for an aspirin for what he feels to 
be a “ bad headache,” make an issue of it. 
In other words, 


just don’t hand over a pill of any kind to a child without an 
explanation of what it is for and outlining the fact that pills 
should not be taken every time anyone has a slight pain. Try 
not to encourage the use of medication of any kind unless it 
is really neod'xl. 
Make a point of reading the label of any 


medication the family doctor prescribes to the child and men­ 
tioning, “ the doctor says you can only have one of these twice 
a day until your fever goes away,” or whatever the directions 
call ’or. Share with tile child bi*' basic fa* La about what he is 
taking, whomever he must take medication, so that he learns 
early in life that medicine is taken only for the relief of his 
immediate illness 
When that illness subsides the medication 


is stopped, because otherwise the modi adon itself can become 
harmful. 
Another way to educ ate children on dangerous drugs, when 


they* are quite young, is using a second party for your discus­ 
sion. Making sure that the child rn within earshot, call out to 
another member of the family, preferably an adult, and say, 
“ Oil, John, here’s an article in the paper about a youngster 
who had a terrible time with his habit of taking drugs when 
they were not prescribed by his family doctor . . . I want to 
read it 
> you.” cmd prof''ped to do so loud and clear). Children, 


as y >u kt >w, listen to conversations between adults in the fam­ 
ily with much greater attention than when they themselves 
are being addressed

simple, if really work 
to make a long lasting impression on
